HE ingress horoscope for Scorpio is calcu- 
lated as usual for the 90th degree West 
Longitude and the 35th parallel of lau- 
tude.

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PPROACHING the Christmastide of 
another year we still find the spirit 
of peace on earth, good will to men 
remote in this troubled world.

several different horoscope charts given as t 
natal chart of this country. One gives Virgo i 
the ascendant; another Libra; however, 
most authentic chart is the one used here 
shows the natal sign of America on the as 
ant—Gemini. By this the great a 
oger Sibley predicted the rise of the Uni 

a 


ae 
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planet through Gemini so far as the coloniza- 
tion of this continent is concerned. At this time 
the country was but sparsely populated. The 
British were just making their first permanent 
attempt as colonization. So unsettled was the 
period between 1607 to 1614 that most of the 
colonizers decided to go elsewhere. Fortunately, 
in the nick of time other immigrants and sup- 
plies arrived from England. The period was 
one of suffering, sickness, anarchy, civil strife, 
war with the Indians, starvation and want. Nor 
was there to be any appreciable improvement 
in the condition of the colony until Uranus had, 
in 1614, left Gemini. 

Eighty-four years later we come to the period 
1691 to 1698. Again Uranus enters Gemini and 
produces another important period in the his- 
tory of the country. To give an illustration of 
how eccentric or how far from the norm this 
planetary influence can swing the American 
people is to be found in the horrible Salem 
witchcraft insanity that swept the country. 
Uranus entered Gemini in the spring of 1691 
and at Salem the first devclopment in witch- 
craft occurred in February 1692 and in June of 
that year the first trial took place. It seemed as 
if everyone was bewitched, so powerful was the 
public conviction or delusion. Throughout the 
period on the frontiers the Indians did every- 
thing in their power to make things miserable. 
It was only when Uranus was on its way out of 
Gemini in 1697 that peace returned to this 
troubled land. 

The return of the cycle brings us to the most 
important page of American history. The years 
from 1775 to 1782 brought into being a period 
that was to try the souls of men—the American 
Revolution. In all the Uranian cycles through 
Gemini it will be noticed that the ninth degree, 
or to be more accurate, 8 degrees and 51 min- 
utes of Gemini, is a very sensitive spot. The 
transit of Uranus is always preparatory up to 
this point for the coming conditions. It seems 
that the tremendous electro-magnetic or psycho- 
magnetic energy released by this transit then 
descends with great power. Up to this point, a 
period of two years, the people feel the restless 
and stirring influence of Uranus. There ap- 
pears to be a condition of nervousness, of 
awareness that something drastic is to happen, 
and so note blends with note until the cul- 
minating point is reached in a wild crescendo of 


passion. Need we speak of the events leading 
to the signing of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence? The Declaration was signed when Ura- 
nus had reached this culminating point of his 
cycle. Thus born in the storm and restless pas- 
sion of a transit of the Great Awakener Uranus, 
the United States of America came into being. 
It was not until Uranus had left Gemini in 1782 
that peace arrived. 

The first great test or initiation of the country 
was to come with the next transit of Uranus 
through Gemini. The period from 1859 to 1866 
will be long remembered, for then occurred the 
Civil War between the States. It matters little 
what the argument was, for Uranian action 
stimulates human desire for freedom, indepen- 
dence, progress, enlightenment, altruism and 
change. It was not until Uranus was leaving 
Gemini that fighting ceased with the surrender 
of General Robert E. Lee to General Grant on 
April 9th, 1865. However, Uranus still had 
power for damage and before it had left Gemini 
a fanatic had assassinated Abraham Lincoln. 

In all these historic transit cycles of Gemini 
by Uranus the nation has witnessed changes of 
great importance in government, legislature, the 
character of the people and in social conditions.

AST MONTH we chose an example 

horoscope to work on, This was cal- 

culated for Wheeling, West Virginia, 

which is 81 degrees of west longitude 
and 40 degrees of north latitude. The time was 
2 A. M. on August 14th, 1937. By first finding 
the time zone Wheeling is in we calculated its 
true local time for 2 A. M. as 1:36 A. M. 

This was done as follows: 

Distance west of time meridian—6 degrees. 
As one degree equals four minutes of time, 
six degrees equals 24 minutes, being west of 
the meridian we deduct 24 minutes from 
the standard time. Thus the true local time 
for Wheeling, West Va., is exactly 1:36 A.M. 
and the next step is— 
THE SIDEREAL TIME 
Looking in the ephemeris for August 14th 
(page 16) we find under the sidereal time col- 
umn the following notation of the sidereal time 
for noon 9:29:58, or 9 hours, 29 minutes, and 
58 seconds, This is for noon, however, and we 
want to find the sidereal time for the true local 
time of birth. Now the simplest way to calcu- 
late the sidereal time is to deduct the difference 
in time from the noon sidereal time if the birth 
hour be before noon or in the morning hours. 
If, however, the time be in the afternoon we 
would add to the sidereal time for noon. 

As our first example we will try the easiest 
system of working out the sidereal time. Look 
in the ris for the noon sidereal time for 
August 13th. Set this down as follows: 

time Noon Aug. lach 9:26:01 


From Noon to Midnight equals 12.00.00 
From Midnight to birth hour. 1:36:00 


3:02:01 


Noon sidereal time 9:29:58 
Adding 24 hours 24:00:00 
Equals ___ — 5:29:58 


Deducting the difference in time 
from noon to the birth hour ___ 10:24:00 
Total 23:05:58 
By this method we get approximately the same 
time, with only a difference of 3 minutes and 
57 seconds. Now, when you get down to the 
more exact methods you will find there is no 
real difference which way you figure the sidereal 
time as there is a slight increment of correction 
to be added to all calculations that are made 
from the previous noon to the local time of birth. 
This increment of correction is as follows: 
Ten seconds for each 15 ees the birth 
place is west of Greenwich. This equals ap- 
proximately 55 seconds for Wheeling. Then 
also another increment of correction equaling 
ten seconds for each hour of interval from the 
previous noon to the hour of birth. In the 
wesent case we have 13 hours 36 minutes of 
interval. Thus we have about 135 seconds or 
two minutes and fifteen seconds. Adding he 
two corrections together we get 3 minutes and i 
10 seconds. Adding this correction to the side- 
real time we find it to be 23:5:11, or twenty? 
three hours, five minutes, and eleven seconds.

324 minutes, or 5 hours and 24 minutes. Having 

discovered this difference between Wheeling and 

Greenwich in time we find the true Greenwich 

time as follows: 

The true local time of birth -I hr. 36 min. 

Difference between Wheeling 

and Greenwich. 5 hr. 24 min. 

Greenwich Mean Time equals 7 hr. 00 min. 
Therefore the Greenwich Mean Time, by which 
we must learn to calculate the positions of the 
planets, is 7 A. M. 

We have now found all the time equivalents 
by which the calculations of our horoscope is 
accomplished. We set down the time factors 
as follows: 

TRUE LOCAL TIME-1:36 A. M. 

SIDEREAL TIME—23:5:11 

GREENWICH MEAN TIME- 7:00 A. M. 

Now our next step is to take one of the new 
type scientific horoscope blanks as featured in 
my magazine and draw in what are termed the 
cusps of the twelve houses. 

I recommend this new type horoscope chart, 
which is becoming increasingly popular through- 
out the world, to all students. It shows the 
twelve zodiacal signs and each degree of the 
zodiac, and it shows them exactly as they are. 
Unlike the old wheel-type horoscope chart the 
new type shows the exact size of each house and 
gives the beginner an even break when it comes 
to putting the planets in the houses and the 
degree positions. 

There are twelve houses to a horoscope. ‘They 
are as follows:

First of all, did you ever hear of Rose 
Jelly? TII wager that some of you good 
housewives have, but I'm also sure that a 

great many of you, like me, have never heard of it—let 
alone actually experienced the novelty of tasting it. 
And, strange as it might sound, it's delicious! 

A friend of mine has a jewel of a chef, who con- 
cocted this unusual spread by using three bushels of 
rose leaves, to make one pint of jelly, and I am in- 
formed that the white rose leaves get the best results. 
Of course, Rose Jelly must be used sparingly—it 
cannot be used as you would use grape jelly. A very 
small amount perfumes the breath for hours and as 
we experienced this new sensation, the thought went 
through our mind that it is a wonder some manufac- 
turer hasn't thought of this as an idea for erring 
husbands whose desire it is to cover up the fact that 
they have made too many stops on the way home to 
dinner. 

ERE is the recipe for the jelly experimenters, It's 

H ree to offer your guests a bit of this delicacy 

and watch their expressions as they taste it, 

George H. Carter, famous chef for Dr. John R. 
Brinkley’s family, gives us this recipe in his own words: 

“In the making of Rose Jelly, I find the easiest way 
is to pick the petals off the roses, not taking the roses 
off the bush. These petals are put in a wash tub or a 
sink, allowing cold water to run over them in order 
to remove whatever insects might be present. You 
then put the rose petals into a large stone jar and beat 
with a potato masher or a whip until reduced to a 
pulp. This is strained through a coarse cloth and 
after straining all you can through the cloth, you 
twist and squeeze as much more as you can from the 
pulp mass. The remainder of the pulp is then put 
through a meat grinder. Once again, you strain through 
a cloth as you did before, only this time a finer cloth 
is used. This will give you about one pint from three 
bushels of rose petals. You then take the liquid and 
put it into a glass jar, which in turn is put into a 
double boiler, where the liquid is allowed to boil for 
five or six bours. The glass jar is then removed and 
put in the sun where it sits for about two days. Every 
hour the jelly maker must go out and move the glass 
jar around—in other words, turn it so that the liquid 
goes clear to the top. You do this because the jar is 
hot and it helps to evaporate the liquid more rapidly. 

Just keep moving it around in this manner until it 

forms a thick syrup—after which it is put into the 

refrigerator to jell” 
That's all there is to it. No sugar is added. This

romantic science that has intrigued the 

minds of men. ‘The study of the stars 

lifted man from the sordid and dusty val- 
leys of passion and personal interests to the calm 
and peace of the mountain-peaks of abstract 
thought. So important has man held astro- 
science that through the ages he has erected spe- 
cial buildings in which to carry on his research 
and observation. 

Throughout the world we find the ruins of 
mighty astronomical monuments. In ancient 
times the study of the stars was internationally 
followed and nations widely separated in dis- 
tance and culture boasted of its knowledge. In 
Yucatan among the Mayas, in China, Opt 
India, Chaldea, Britain, in remote ages of the 
past, men were skilled in stellar knowledge. 

Our feature picture this month gives an idea 
of the increase in technical science that has ac- 
companied the growth of Astronomy. This pic- 
ture is a remarkable view of the interior of the 
dome that houses the great 100-inch reflector at 
Mt. Wilson observatory. This reflecting tele- 
scope is the largest in use pending the comple- 
tion of the new great 200-inch reflector. Mt, Wil- 
son is 5,700 feet above sea-level and is near 
Pasadena, California. 

It is known that within historic times the 
Ancients had no telescopes. Yet without the 
modern wealth of technical apparatus they be- 
came highly versed in astronomical knowledge. 
It is only comparatively recently that man has 
rediscovered part of what the Ancients knew in 
respect to the Heavens. 

Such scientific facts as the distance of the Sun 
from the earth, the precession of the equinoxes, 
the shape of the earth, the number of planets, 
and many more highly intricate and mathemat- 
ical facts were fully understood by the learned 
Ancients. It is the conceit of our age to believe 
this is the first scientific age, the falsity of which 
belief is easily apparent to the impartial student. 

The ancient Chinese of 5,000 years ago were 
able to predict with amazing accuracy eclipses 
of the Sun and Moon. Even today some of the 
old Chinese observatories still ex Then we 
might call the attention of our readers to the 
amazing ancient American calendar stone which
